In 188!» and IK'JO an epidemic 
influenza, starting somewhere In the 
Orient, spread first to Russia and 
thence over prartlrally the entire civ- 
ilized world. Three years later there 
was another flare-up of the disease. 
Both tlmea the epidemic spread wide- 
ly over the United Statea. 

"Although the present epidemic Is 
called 'Spanish Influenza,' there is nS 
reason to helluve that It originated In 
S|>aln. Some writers wlio have studied 
the question helicve that the epiilemic 
cume friiin the I li'ieiit and they rail at- 
tention to tile fad that llie (Germans 
Rieiition tlie disease as iiccurriiiK along 
the euslein front In the summer and 
fall of lltlT." 

How can "Spanish influenza" be reo- 
ognlzed? 

"There is as yet no certain way in 
which a single case of 'Spanish influ- 
enza' ean he reeofinlzed. On the oth- 
er hand, ricoKiiltion Is easy where 
there is n ^roup of oasi'S. In oontnist 
,to the (Uillireaks of oidinury coughs 
and eolds, whk'h u.^ualiy occur In the 
cold miinlhs, epldcmlis of tiilhieiiza 
may occur at any season of the year. 
Thus the present o{)iileiiilc ruKcil most 
Intensely in lOurope in May, June and 
July. Moreover, in the cuse t>t ordl- 
aary colds, tlie general symptoms 
(fever, pain, depiyssaloa^ ara by no 
Bieans as severe or as aiiddan In tbelr 
onaet aa tbey ai« ta lataama. naai- 
ly, ordinary eolda do mat apraad 
through tb« eoauBoatty ao rapldiv ar 
go ezteoalvaly aa doao Intaaaaa. 

Btoat cases a paraoa tahaa aick 
laflnanaa feala alch rathar aad- 
ly. He feels weak, haa palna In the 
ears, head or back, and may be 
oore all over. Many patients feei 
dizzy, simile vondt. Most uf the pa- 
tients I'oiiiphiln uf feeling chilly, and 
with tills iMiiies u fever In which tlie 
temperature rlaaa to 100 to 101 la 
must caaea tba palaa raaalaa lalaMaa 

ly slow.

It is now 
believed thr.l Influenza Is always 
si'.read from persnu to piTson. the 
perms heln,' cnrrii'd wllh the air along 
with the very siiiiill dro|ilelS of mucus, 
e\[iclled l>y ccu-hlMK or sneezing, 
forceful talkiiii;. and the like by one 
who already has the germs of the dis- 
ease. 'I'liey may also be carried about 
in the air in Hie form of dust coming 
from dried mucus, from coughing and 
aneezing, or from careless people who 
apit oa tba Soar aad aa tha aidawalk.

What should be done by those who 
catch the disease? 

"Il Is very imporlani that every per- 
pull wlio hccmiii s sicl; with Influenza 
slioulil ;.'o iioiiie at oiK'o and go to lied. 

will help keep away dangernus 
cotnpllcutiuns and will, at tbe same 
time, keep the patient from acattaring 
the disease far and wide. It la highly 
dcsirahie that no ona bo allawad to 
sleep In tha aame room with, tha pa- 
iienL la fact, Bo .oaa hat tha aarae 
should ba allowad la tha roaak 

"If ihara la codgh aad apetiua or 
running af tha tfn and aooa^ care 
should ba taken tbat all such dis- 
charges ara collected on Mts of gauze 
or nn or pa|M>r napkins nnd burned. 
If the patient eompialn.s of fever and 
headache, he should he piven water to 
drink, a cold compress to the forehead 
and o lll-'ht sponge. Only such medi- 
cine should he kIvcti as is prcscrliuHl 
liy the doctor. It Is foolish to ask the 
druKpist to prescrllie and may he dan- 
gerous to take the so-called 'safe, sure 
and harmless' remedies advertised by 
patent medicine manufacturers. 

"if the patient Is so situated that he 
can be ottended only by some one who 
must also look after otiiers In the fam- 
ily, it is advisable that such attendant 
wear a wrapper, apraa or fowa ovar

"In guarding agatoat d i aaaao tt aU

The Oti'tiiito after the collision was 
duslied III pieces on tile rocl;s oiT the 
Miiith Scottish coast.

The Urilisli destroyer Mounsey was 
llie only vessel which made an attempt 
al rescue In tlie territic gale when ihe 
Kiisiiinir, another vessel In the convoy 
with the titnintn, rainined tbe Otranto 
amiiiships. It took HIO AmerlcBBa and 
2fMI others Into Belfast. 

Aii tile destroyer neareii Ihe side of 
the Otranto the men begun to Jump 
thirl} to forty feet from Its decks. 

The more experienced saliors of Ihe 
crew of Ihe steamer had batter suc- 
cess tban tbe auldlera, many of whom 
bad aover aaon tho aaa eatU thin trip. 
Many DIaappaar In Ocean. 

As the destroyer steered toward the 
side of the steamer many of the men 
leaped too i|uickiy and misiiefl their 
reckoning and dropped between the 
boatx. Soma of thaaa diaappeared in 
the water, hat othera of them were 
mught and crnabad to danth between 
tha honta and tha llfaboata which had 
haea lowered to act as buffers. The 
destroyer waa badly battered. 

The captata of tho daatroyer, each 
time It iraa bmahad away from the 
alda at tho Otranto, agala would push 
BMT eaoagh ftor away aiora Bien to 
Jnnqi to tha deck of hia vaaael. He 
dencrlhed as a verttahio mto the num- 
ber of iBca tandlBg on tho destroyer. 

Mnny nf thane who reached the 
lierka of tho vaaael auffOred broken 
l>nnos or otherwlae ware hurt.
